That Spiriz which could 
have born all his other Tnfirmiries, 
was itſelf wounded and fick unto 
Death. Thus 72 the Day wherein 
he ſinned, he began to die; and 
thus, in the midſt of Life we are in 
Death; yea, the whole Creation 


gr vanes together, being in Bondage 


to Sin, and thereibes to Miſery, 
The whole World is indeed, in 

its preſent State, only one great 
Infirmary : All that are therein are 
ick of Sin, and their one Buſineſs 
there is, to be heal'd. And for this 
very End, the great Phyſician of 
Souls is continually preſent with 
them; marking all the Diſeaſes of 
: e EPETY 
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every Soul, and giving Medicines to 
heal its Sickneſs. Theſe Medicines 
are often painful too; not that G 
willingly afflicts his Creatures, but 
he allots them juit as much Pain as 
is neceſſary to Ae Health ; and 
for that Reaſon, becaule it is fo. 

The Pain of Cure muſt then 
be endured by every Man, as well 
as the Pain of Sickneſs. And here- 
in is manifeſt the infinite Wiſdom 
of Him who careth for Us, chat the 
very Sickneſs of thoſe with wliom 
he converies, may be a great Means 
of every Man's Cure. - The very 
Wickedneſs of others is, in a thou- 
ſand Ways, conducive to a good 
Man's Holineſs. They trouble him 
tis true, but even that Trouble is 
Health to his Soul, and Marrow 10 
his Bones. He ſuffers many Things 
from them ; but 1t 1s to this End, 
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that he may be made perfeft ihr 
thoſe Sufferings. 

But as perfect Holineſs is not 
found on Earth, fo neither is per- 
ect Happineſs : Some Remains of 
our Diſeaſe will ever be felt, and 
ſome Phyſick be necefiary to heal 
it. Theretore we muſt be more or 
lets ſubject to the Pain of Cure, as 
well as the Pain of Sickneſs. And 
accordingly, neitlier do the ic fed 
here ceaſe from troubling, nor can 
the FYeary be at reſt.

In the Moment 
wherein they are looſed ſrom the 
Body, they. know Pain no more.

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Tho they are not yet poſſeſt of the 
fulneſs of Joy, yet all Grief is done 
away. For there the Wicked ceaſe 


from troubling ; and there the 


Weary. be at reſt. 

II. There the weary are at 
reſt, which was the ſecond thing 
to be conſidered, not only from 
thoſe Evils, which Prudence might 
have prev ented or Piety 2 ie 
even in this Liſe, but from thoſe 


which were Inſeparable therefrom, 


which were their unavoidable Por- 
tion on Earth. They are now at 
reſt, whom wicked Men would 
not ſufer to reſt before; for into 
the Seat of the Spirits of juſt Men, 
none but the Spirits of the ſuſt can 


enter. They are at length hid from 


the Scourge of the Tongue: : Their 
Name is not here caſt Tor as Evil. 
Abraham, 1jaac, and Facob, and

the Prophets do not revile or ſepa- 
rate them from their Company. 
They are no longer deſpightfully 
uſed and perſecuted ; neither do 
they groan under the Hand of the 
Oppreſſor. No Iajuſtice, no Malice, 
no Fraud is there; they are all 
Iſeaelites indeed, in whom is 110 
Guile, There are no Sinners againſt 
their own Souls; therefore there is 
no paintul Pity, no Fear tor them, 
There are no Blaſphemers of Gop 
or of his Word, no Profaners of his 
Name or of his Sabbaths ; no deny- 
er of the Lord that bought him, 
none that tramples upon the Blood 
of his everiaſting Covenant: In a 
Word, no Farthly or Senſual, no 
Deviliſh Spirit; none who do not 
love the Lord their Gop with all 
their Heart.

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2. There therefore the MWeany 
are at ref} from all the Troubles 
which the Wicked occaſioncd: 
And indeed, from all the. other 
Evils which are neceſſary in this 
World, either as the Conſcquence 
of Sin, or for the Cure of it. They 
are at reſt, in the firſt place from 
Bodily Pain. In order to judge of 
the greatneſs of this Deliverance, 
jet but thoſe who have not felt it, 
take a view of One who hes on a 


Sick or Death-bed. Is this He 


that was made a little lower than 
the Angels? How 1s the Glory de- 
parted from him! His Eye is dim 


and heavy, his Cheek pale and 


wan, his Tongue falters, his Hand 


trembles, his Breaſt heaves and 
pants, his whole Body is now diſ- 
torted and writhed to and fro, now 
moiſt and cold and motionleſs, like 


the 
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the Earth to which it is going. And 
yet all this which you ſee, is but 


the Shadow of what he feels. You 


ſee not the Pain that tears his 
Heart, that ſhoots thro' all his 
Veins, and chaſes the fiying Soul 
thro' every Part of her once Joved 
Habitation. Could we ſce this too, 
how earneſtly ſhould we cry out, 
O Sin, what haſt thou Jens? 
Jo what haſt Thou brought the 
« nobleſt Part of the viſible Crea- 
« tion? Was it for this the good 
« Gop made Man? O no! New 
„ther will he ſuffer it long. Yet 
« little while and all the Storms 
« of Lite ſhall be over! And Thou 
« ſhalt be gather'd into the Storc- 
*© houle of the Dead! And there 
the Weary are at rell. 

3. They are at ref}, from 
all theſe Infirmities and Follies, 
which 
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not hindred "Se 1 ſceing the nobleſt 
'Frutns, by I nadver rence, nor ao 
they ever loſe the Sight they have 
once gained by Inattention. They 
are notentangle d with Prejudice, nor 
ever milled by haſty or partial Views 
of the Object. And con! oy; in 
no Error is there. O bleed Place, 
where Trut'it alone can ter Truth 
unmix'd, undiſguiſed, enlightening 
every Man w ho con 92 into the 
World. Where there is no differ- 
ence of Opinions, but all think 


alike, all are of one Elcart and of 


onc Mind here that Oftspring of 
Hell, Controveriy, which türneth 
this World upfide down, can ne- 
ver come. Where choſe who have 

D been 
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been fawn aſunder thereby, and 
often cried out in the bitterneſs of 
their Soul, Peace, Peace, ſhall find 
what they then ſought in vain, 
even a Peace which none taketh 
from them. 

4. And yet all this, inconceiva- 
bly great as it is, is the leaſt part of 
their Deliverance. For in the Mo- 
ment wherein they ſhake off the 
Fleih, they are deliver'd not only 
ſrom the troubling of the Wicked, 
not only from Pain and Sickneſs, 
from Folly and Infirmity, but alſo 
from Sin. A Deliverance This, in 
light of witch all the reſt vanith 
away.

5. There then the Peary be at 
„et. The Blood of the Lamb hath 
heal'd all their Sickneis, hath waſh'd 
them throughly from their WFicked- 
neſs, and cleanſed them from their Sin. 
The Diſeaſe of their Nature is cured ; 
they are at length made whole ; 
they are reſtored to perlect Sound- 
neſs. They vo longer mourn the 
Fleſh [rc ſting againſ} the Spirit; the 
Law in their Members is now at an 
End, and no longer wars againſt 
the Law of their Mind, and brings 
them into Captivity to the Law of 
Sin. There is no Root of Bitter- 
neſs left, no Remains even of that 
Sin which did ſo caſily beſet them: 
no Forgetfulneſs of Him in whom 
they live, move, and have their Being :

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beat no more; the Blood ceaſes to 
move; the laſt Breatiz flies off from 
the quivering Lips, and the Soul 
ſprings forth into Eternity. What 
are the Thoughts of ſuch a Soul, 
that has juſt ſubdued her laſt Ene- 
my, Death? that ices the Body of 
Sin lying beneath her, and is new 
born into the World of Spirits? How 
does ſhe ſins, O Death, where is 
thy Sting ? O Grave, where is thy 
Viftory? Thanks be unto G OD, 
who hath given me the Hictory, thro 
our Lord Jeſus Chrift : O happy 
Day, wherein I begin to live!
